The Texas 
Legislature 
today 
refused 
to 
give 
owners of motor vehicles more time 
in which to pay their registration foes 
for 1934. The senate defeated a house 
Dill which would have exteuded the 
time limit for payment from Fob. I 
to March 31. 
Gov. Miriam 
A 
Ferguson, 
in her 
message to this special session con­ 
vened by her to pass laws to aid the 
financially depressed, suggested that 
the automobile license fee payment 
time limit be extended. 
The house, soon after listening to 
tile governor's suggestions, passed a 
bill by a vote that would have put 
it into immediate effect had the sen­ 
ate adopted it by a two-thirds m ajor­ 
ity , giving two months grace on meet­ 
ing 
the 
motor 
vehicle 
registration 
levies. 
Working with a bare quorum, the 
senate finally defeated the proposal. 
The first vote on final passage was 
l l to IO for the bill, with LII affirm ­ 
ative votes needed to make it effec­ 
tive 
immediately. 
T hat 
vote 
later 
w as reconsidered and on another roll 
call the count was >S to 12 against the 
final passage, with throe pairs. 
W hile the senate was working on 
the automobile registration bill, the 
house was standing at ease, prepared 
to consider any amendments the up- 
l>er branch might have attached to 
the bill in event it was finally passed 
over there.
